In a terse order issued from 
his home, the chief justice said 
“It is ordered and decreed that 
the injunction so entered by the 
U.S. Court of Appeals be and is 
continued in effect until further 
order herein.”

case back to the U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals for the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia, which earlier 
Sunday had issued the tempora­ 
ry restraining order against the 
pilots association.

Hurricane Agnes Heads North

were Latitude 25.4 North, Lon­ 
gitude 85.7 West. 
The center said that even 
without further strengthening, 
storm surges caused by Agnes

above normal in coastal areas 
from Port St. Joe to St. Marks. 
Persons in coastal areas and 
offshore islands were warned to 
be alert for “later advisories as

Police said a least 35 per­ 
sons were injured at Big Coppit 
Key, where a tornado smashed 
through a mobile home area,

Agnes, which developed into 
the season’s first hurricane late

Director Robert Simpson of 
the National Hurricane Center 
in Miami said that if the storm 
continued its northerly direc­ 
tion at about 12 miles an hour, 


it would “move inland over 'the 
Florida panhandle s h o r t l y 
after noon Monday.” 
The Center extended its hur­ 
ricane watch warning to in­ 
clude all of northwest Florida 
from Cedar Key to Pensacola. 
It posted 
gale warnings for 
Florida's west coast from Fort 
Mvers to Clearwater, north of 
the heavily populated St. Pe- 
tersburg-Tampa area. 
At 
mid-day, 
the 
hurricane 
was near latitude 24.7 north, 
longitude 85.6 west, or about 
240 miles west of Key West.

LONDON (AP) - A British 
jetliner crashed in woods near 
a busy market town Sunday 
minutes after taking off from 
London’s Heathrow Airport in a 
drizzling rain, killing all 118 
persons aboard. It was Brit­ 
ain’s worst air disaster. 
The 
British European Air­ 
ways Trident plane was bound 
for Brussels. It carried 109 pas­ 
sengers, including a baby, and 
a crew of nine. A child and an 
Irish businessman were pulled 
alive from, the wreckage, but 
died later of injuries. 
The big plane wheeled in the 
sky over nearby Windsor Castle 
and plunged to the ground, nar­ 
rowly missing a line of electric 
wires and the densely popu­ 
lated 
community 
of 
Staines, 
about five miles from the air­ 
port. 
“The plane dropped like a 
stone,” one witness said. 
The aircraft split in two on 
impact, sending chunks of met­ 
al flying across a nearby high­ 
way and flinging some bodies 
hundreds of yards. Debris hung 
from trees like Spanish moss.

had 
been 
heard 


from the captain which would 
indicate anything was wrong 
with the aircraft,”' said BE A 
Chairman Henry Marking. 
“There is no reason to sus­ 
pect sabotage,” another airline 
spokesman 
added.

plosion before the crash. 
Britain’s previous worst air 
disaster took 81 lives in March 
1950. An Avro Tudor V plane 
crashed in South Wales while 
taking rugby football fans to 
see a match.

Rollins said that he believes 
that the bruising of the spinal 
cord was the result of both a 
concussion and a contusion of 
the cord by the bullet. 
Rollins said that even if Wal­ 
lace does not make any further 
neurological improvement in up 
to a year and a half he still has 
a 90 per cent chance of being 
able to stand and get around 
with the aid of braces and 
crutches by swinging his legs 
rather than actually walking. 
Rollins said also that barring 
some unforeseen complications 
from the present operation Wal­

er Court, Rockville, Md.. as re­ 
ceiving a take-home salary of 
$1,209 a month for his job as 
security coordinator. 
McCord ' described 
himself 
during court proceedings as a 
retired CIA agent and operator 
of a security consulting busi­ 
ness. 
The five men were arrested 
early Saturday during what au­ 
thorities described as an elabo­ 
rate plot to bug the offices of 
the Democratic party’s national 
headquarters. 
Authorities investigating the 
case were not aware of the link 
to the Nixon committee until

McCord listed in a voluminous 
filing required under the new 
campaign finance act. 
The Committee to Re-Elect 
the President had no imme­ 
diate comment.

Miss Devlin said in an inter­ 
view over the Irish state radio 
that she was not asking the 
militant Provisional wing of the 
outlawed IRA to halt all opposi­ 
tion to British rule.

could present its demands to 
William White law, Britain’s ad­ 
ministrator in the troubled six 
counties, she said. 
Her call came amid reports 
of a split between leaders of 
the Provisional Wing, respon­ 
sible for most of the violence in 
Northern Ireland in the past 
three years.

Rahns is losing Its post office 
June 30 but not without a fight. 
Many villages lost their post 
offices in recent years without 
public outcry but the residents 
of Rahns feel strongly about 
theirs. 
TO them the post office brings 
the town a sense of identity. 
It’s been a village meeting 
place for yeans, and they resent 
the treatment the postal service 
reportedly has given the Rahrs 
postmistress of 20 years, Mrs. 
Mary Wojcik. 
This isn’t the first time the 
postal 
service 
attempted; 
to 
close down the Rahns office. 
In 1959, the U.S. Post Office 
threatened to close it, but local 
r e s i d e n t s 
protested 
so 
vigorously that the government 
retained the Rahns office by 
making it a contract branch of 
the Collegeville Post Office. 
The new setup allowed the 
residents 
of 
Rahns 
home 
delivery but they didn’t want 
it. In 1959. 85 per cent of the 
village’s residents got mail at 
the post office. 
Today, a few more people 
indicated preference for home 
delivery but 75 per cent of the 
townspeople still walks to the 
post office to collect mail, buy 
stamps and money orders and. 
send out letters. 
The 
current 
postal 
crisis 
occurred 
when 
Mrs. 
Wojcik 
asked the post office for a raise 
from $3,200 per year to $5,000. 
The 
postmistress owns the 


building and all the letter boxes. 
The post office hours are 7 a.m. 
to 
6 
p.m.. 
weekdays 
except 
between noon and 2 p.m. when 
it’s closed for lunch and the 
office is open Saturday from 7 
a.m. to 11 a.m. 
“I feel I really need a raise.” 
Mrs. Wojcik explained. “ I work 
44 hours a week. I own the 
building and pay for all the heat 
and the electricity and all they 
pay me is $3200.. Because I’m 
under contract,” she continued. 
“I don’t get vacation, pension, 
sick. leave or other benefits.” 
Since Mrs. Wojcik began her 
contract arrangement with the 
post office in 1959, she was given 
only one raise, $200 in 1963. 
“The contract runs for three 
years,” 
Mrs. 
Wojcik 
said. 
“When it 
last expired three 
years ago. I asked for a raise 
but they talked me out of it.” 
This year,, the contract ex­ 
pires June 30 and Mrs. Wojcik 
told postal officials she wanted 
an $1,800' raise. “Even with that. 
I’d 
barely 
be 
making 
the 
minimum 
wage 
and 
postal 
authorities still would be getting 
my 
building rent-free,” 
she 
noted. 
The postal service offered her 
a $700 raise but she turned it 
down. The matter remained a 
stalemate until Saturday when 
she 
was 
informed, 
that 
the 
postal service would have to 
terminate its agreement with 
her. 
“Letters will be sent to all 
the people in Rahns stating that 
the office is closing,” she said.

The letters will say the post 
office is closing, “because of 
the failure of the Rahns con­ 
tractor and the postal service 
to reach an agreement.”

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International Threat 


The International Federation of Air 
Line Pilots Association dem ands that the 
United N ations take fast and effective 
action to stop plane hijackings. 


The pilots group, justifiably perturbed 
by the recent rash of actu al and attem p t­ 
ed hijackings, announced th a t plans w ere 
being: m ade for an attem p ted boycott of 
air service to countries that harbor hi­ 
jackers and refuse to ex trad ite them or to 
punish them within th eir own countries. 


In N ovem ber, 1970, the UN G eneral 
Assem bly passed a resolution condem n­ 
ing hijackings and urging its m em bers 
to “ take all appro p riate m easures to de­ 
ter. prevent or su p p ress” all acts of in­ 
terference with civil a ir travel. 
It was 
a 
com prehensive 
resolution 
aim ed 
at 
protecting passengers and crew s through 
coordinated international action. 


It passed. 105-0. with eight abstentions. 
The la tte r included Cuba, the destination 
favored by m ost hijackers. 


The following m onth, th e International 
Civil A viation O rganization, a specialized 
UN agency whose functions include pro­ 
motion of aviation safety, called a con­ 
ference at The H ague to tackle the prob­ 
lem. The parley, called the International 


Conference on Air Law , w as attended by 
77 nations. 


A fter considerable haggling, a conven­ 
tion was adopted. 
It w as signed by 81 
countries, but has been ratified by only 
27, including the United States and the 
Soviet Union. The docum ent specifies th at 
signers prosecute or deport to point of 
origin hijackers found within their bor­ 
ders. 


The pilots believe th a t law and tech* 
nology by them selves a re of no use if 
there are nations th at continue to provide 
sanctuary to hijackers or hijacking plot­ 
ters. 
They are asking th a t The H ague 
Convention be beefed up with a UN-back­ 
ed boycott of the offending nations, or 
other effective m easu res. 


The Security Council is concerned with 
international peace. Continued harboring 
of hijackers or condoning of hijackings 
by certain nations, if not stopped, could 
very easily lead to international friction. 
This is a situation w hich the Security 
Council is charged under the C harter to 
seek to prevent. 


And only the Security Council can issue 
directives that are enforceable. The G en­ 
eral A ssem bly is authorized to m ake only 
recom m en da t ions.

Hair Can Be Transplanted

Has 
the 
trans plantation 
of 
hair 'been successful? Is It still 
being done? How 
is it

Dear Mr. G.: 
It is more than 15 years since 
attempts were first made to 
transplant hair from one part 
of the head to another. The 
technique is known as skin- 
punch-autografts. 
In carefully chosen cases, tiny 
grafts of a person’s hair are 
inserted into the bald areas and 
are encouraged to grow by a 
variety of means. 
The “ donor” area is the site 
of luxurious growth from which 
small 
clusters 
of 
hair 
are 
p a i n l e s s l y removed, with 
specially 
devised 
skin-punch 
instruments. 
The 
skin 
and. 
the 
hair 
removed from the donor site 
are now introduced, into the bald 
recipient site. Anywhere from 
10 to 40 of such “ plugs” are 
grafted at each visit. 
About two or three weeks are 
allowed for the new site to heal 
before another group of grafts 
is implanted,. 
Hundreds of such cares have 


been successfully reported by 
surgeons and dermatologists. I. 
am certain that these same 
physicians would 
admit 
that 
many 
cases 
have 
been 
un­ 
successful 
because of 
varied 
reasons. 
Sometimes, the recipient site 
may 
reject 
the

Infections are 
rare 
and are 
easily 
controlled 
if 
they 
do 
happen. 
Intensive 
studies 
continue 
with the use of hormones, drugs 
and antibiotics to assure greater 
success with this type of hair 
regrowth technique. 
The attempts to re grow hair 
have been tried in. cases of 
alopecia (baldness) caused by 
unusual infections, burns, and 
injury. In fact the method was 
first used in such cases, and 
then 
extended to 
the 
social 
problems 
of 
male 
“ pattern” 
baldness. 
Before anyone becomes in­ 
volved with this type of hair 
transplantation, every phase of 
it should 
be 
completely 
un­ 
derstood 
in

Mother Finds Snake 


Wrapped Around Tot

We note with som e concern the story of an­ 
other entry into a C hester County house by an 
intruder — this tim e a snake — which certainly 
not all lady pioneers would have cared to shai e 
in their parlor with their fam ilies. 
The date was August, 1873, the hom e of the 
Clem ent C are place near Hopewell 
F urnace. 
Mrs. C are had sung her baby to sleep in its 
cradle and gone about her household chores 
when suddenly she cam e to realize not all was 
well. H er child appeared pale, it had difficulty 
breathing. 
, 
. . . 
, 
"F earin g that som ething was not right, she 
took the child on. her lap and feeling: som ething 
like a cord around the child’s body she stripped 
off the clothing, when a snake about 30 inches 
long w as found coiled tight around its body. 
Nor did the snake slacken its coil until nearly 
every vestige of clothing was rem oved. 
Tne 
snake then m ade a hasty exit into a hole by the 
Í¡re-hearth. 
How it got into the cradle and un­ 
der the clothing w ithout being observed by M rs. 
Care rem ains to her a m ystery . . . 
The colum n can only suggest that when such 
openings are present in the flooring of the parlor, 
one should not be surprised at the type of visitor 
these entrances invite into the house. 
Again the Local News printed a story of a 
W ilmington picnicker in 1.885 who seem s a bit 
eccentric on. the subject of anim als. It is noted 
that this m an would not venture on any of the 
usual walking tours around the Falls of French 
Creek, “ because he declined to rem ove his kid 
gloves” which he wore constantly. 
W hat w earing of gloves m ight have to do 
with a walking tour we are not altogether certain. 
This gentlem an kept m urm uring to all who would 
listen, “ this place is full of rattlesnakes and cop­ 
perheads, and is very unsafe.” 
Then, pointing 
to the wooded hills southw ard of the Falls, he 
categorically declared, "T hat woods is full of 
p a n th e rs!” 
Not th at there w eren’t m ore than enough ani­ 
m als in C hester County to m ake the necessary 
social calls, but th e Local, News about this tim e 
sounded a warning: and took, a Philadelphia paper 
to task for dealing in snake stories: 
"T hey have the effect to incense the proprie­ 
tors of the hotel a t the Falls of F rench Creek, 
having had the effect to keep m any people from 
visiting that place of sum m er resort. The people 
in the neighborhood say that the snakes are very 
few there. Indeed, but one or two and of sm all 
proportions have been. seen, this su m m er!’"’ 
By 1892, according to the Pottstow n Ledger, 
other culprits w ere to be guarded against. Said 
the L edger: 
“ M atthew C ratney, blacksm ith for the block- 
m akers at K nauer’s Q uarry, got his pay Tuesday 
and put his m oney in his overalls pocket. 
He 
then went to his shanty accom panied by two m en, 
J. C. Booker and Ja m e s Henderson... M r. C ratney 
pulled off his overalls, threw them across his 
trunk and wrote a lette r to his poor helpless m oth­ 
er, saying that he enclosed 75 dollars for her. 
When M r. C ratney went to look for his money 
he found his pocket turned inside out. He then 
hurried to his friend R ichard P ag e crying, ‘I 
have no m oney to send m y poor m other. Some 
one has stolen it a ll!’ P age replied, ‘Go for the 
constable at once before the rascals get aw av.’ 
C onstable E ssick soon appeared, searched the 
shanties and told H enderson if he didn’t tell where 
he had put the m oney he would take him to jail 
and there he would suffer a penalty of 5 years. 
The m an got scared and took the officer to the 
place betw een two rocks under a pile of leaves 
in D avis K nauer’s coal house, w here the money 
was found.” 
We read of the efforts of D avis K nauer late 
in the y ear 1880. 
“ The Falls of F rench Creek 
are fast becom ing a noted resort for picnics, etc. 
The large covered platform for dining purposes, 
erected by Mr. K naurer, has been patronized this 
season to an extent beyond the expectations of 
the builder, excursions from Reading, Birdsboro 
and other points taking place every few days. 
Mr. K naurer will erect a large hotel at this place 
next season for the accom odation of the m any 
visitors.” 
The house app ears to have been com pleted 
by Feb. 4. 1882 when the Pottstow n Chronicle 
foresaw its opening: “ The new hotel will receive 
the last pain ter’s brush today and will be ready 
for occupancy in a few days. M essrs Stoneback 
& W asser the L essees will move into it in about 
three weeks though it will not be properly furnish­ 
ed before the 1st of April. The house is a large, 
4 story stone building, smooth plastered, of a 
cream color with the woodwork of a d a rk e r shade 
for contrast, m ansard roof on it and surrounded 
with porches giving it a cheerful ap p earance . . . ” 
Hotels had a hazardous existence. 
It is a 
wonder so m any have survived until our day. 
The th ree stories which follow a re from the 
Ledger. (1-15-1886): 
“ Joseph M organ, proprietor of the Falls of 
French Creek Hotel, w as aw akened by the sm ell 
of sm oke and found a hole burned through the 
floor of the barroom., supposed ignited by a cigar 
thrown am ong the saw dust. One half hour longer 
and the building could not have been saved. 
(8-21-’94): A bracket lam p in the cellar of the 
Falls of the F rench Creek Hotel exploded on 
Monday m orning about 7 o’clock and w as not 
noticed by the fam ily. 
“T he cellar was all aflam e when discovered 
by the bartender. 
Tw enty men fought the fire 
with carp ets, bags and buckets of w ater, and it 
was subdued with g reat difficulty. In 2 or 3 m in­ 
utes a coal oil b a rre l would have becom e ignited 
and nothing could have saved the hotel.

Amity 
Township 
has 
ex­ 
perienced a boom in apartment 
construction in the past five 
years. 
Twelve apartment complexes 
and 
eight 
townhouses 
are 
completed and another three 
townhouses plus countless single 
family 
dwellings 
are 
under 
c o n s t r u c t i o n and rapidly 
nearing completion. 
According 
to 
John 
Karst, 
township manager, most of the 
housing boom is confined to the 
Amity 
Gardens 
development 
which was started in 1957. 
“If you drive through the rest 
of the township, there’s little 
construction 
underway,” 
he 
said. 
“The various kinds of housing 
available 
in 
our 
township 
provide a selection for anyone’s 
taste. 
“Even a mobile home park 
with 
80 
units, 
was 
in 
the 
township before zoning amend­ 
ments were adopted in 1968,” 
he added. 
The 
township, 
with 
18(6 
square miles, seems to have 
ample room so that no one is 
even thinking of turning away 
prospective residents. Popula­ 
tion is 5,000. 
Boroughs in 
the Pottstown 
area have congestion problems 
with little room left for ad­ 
ditional housing. 
Century-old 
Phoenixville 
is 
built up to its limits, similar 
to 150-year old Pottstown. 
“The only way you can get 
more people into the borough 
is to build upward, creating 
high-rise 
apartments,” 
said 
Joseph E. Dougherty, mayor. 
“But then residents object, 
either 
because 
it 
gets 
too 
crowded or because there are 
too 
many 
children 
running 
around in a small space or 
because old historical buildings 
are torn down to make way for 
the high-rises. 
“The only recourse is for 
people 
to 
look 
for 
housing 
outside the borough limits and 
so they move into townships,” 
he added.

The 'borough of Royers ford 
frowns on apartments becausa 
of overcrowding. 
“ People are used to having 
room and they want to' keep 
things that way,” said Ralph 
H. Landes, mayor. 
“Apartments will 
spoil

a g r e e m e n t 
w i t h

redevelopment authority to keep 
housing to a three-story limit. 
Landes said there are not as 
many commuters going to work 
in 
Philadelphia 
from

previous years. 
“But with the two proposed 
interchanges on the Schuylkill 
E x p r e s s w a y extension, at 
Walnut Street and at Lewis 
Road, we probably will see an 
increase in traffic to and from 
Royersford.” 
Collegeville has one 
major 
tract 
left 
for 
development 
within borough 
limits. 
It is 
situated on 
the old Robison 
farm 
on Route 29, 
a short 
distance south of Route 422. 
Proposed for the tract is a 
750-condominium 
but 
council 
plans to cut it back to 500 units 
before approving the plan. 
WELCOME PEOPLE 
“Officially we welcome new 
people to the 'borough, but it’s 
a fact that oldtimers hate to 
see changes take place,” said 
F. Willis DeWane, mayor. 
“Residents who grew up here 
like to see things the way they 
were.

apartments pay a higher rate 
of taxes than the same land 
area 
would collect 
from in­ 
dividual residences so there are 
advantages. 
“We already have a 187-unit

Swiss Journalist Franz Weber is Called the Ralph Nader of Europe

ZURICH — A Swiss journalist 
who says he is “nuts about 
nature" today is leading a one- 
- man environmental crusade to 
save the mountains,, valleys and 
even the vineyards of Europe 
from the m iner's pick and the 
bulldozer’s blight. 
And the ambitious efforts of 
Franz Weber, 44. have alreadv 
earned him the title of “the 
Ralph Nader of the European! 
environment.” 
“Nature is going to hell.” 
says 
Weber 
who 
began 
his 
crusade in a majestic region of 
Switzerland called the Engadine 
Valley. 
The 
valley 
near 
St. 
Moritz is cupped in a bowl of 
snow-capped mountains with the 
picture-postcard little village of 
Surlej

Weber had vacationed there in 
the 1950s and found it charming. 
But when he returned in the 
mid-'60s, Weber was dismayed 
at what he felt were shabby 
development plans for the Swiss 
valley. “The first thing I saw 
was an immense parking lot.” 
he recalls. “There was a fire 
in my gut, for Engadine was 
one of nature's summits.” 
Greek 
multimillionaire 
Stavros Niarchos was planning 
to build a funicular railroad to 
a 
nearby 
peak 
and

speculators were gobbling up 
property with visions of con­ 
structing 
resorts 
that 
would 
h a v e 
jumped

FIRST CAM PAIGN 
“At that moment I decided 
to launch my first campaign.” 
says 
Weber 
w hose 
modishly 
shaggy good looks, cultivated 
voice and unflagging dedication 
make him. a natural ecological 
fund-raiser. 
But at first, he was denounced 
as “ harebrained” by the Surlej 
mayor and others who boasted 
of turning the region into a 
“ little Milan.” Weber continued, 
single-handed in the beginning, 
to attack the developers he

Engadine.” Journalist friends 
helped generate publicity and 
donations began coming in to 
finance Weber's scheme to th-l 
wart the valley’s exploitation. 
Essentially, it involved buying 
up key parcels of land to cut 
off developers’ access to roads, 
water and electricity. That took 
money, lots of it, and Weber 
dropped his writing career to 
set up a modest headquarters 
in
